Urban  District  Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Eeport  of  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  your  District  during  the  year  ended  December 
31st,  1909. 

Population. 

The  population  of  your  District  I estimate  at  5,362,  an  increase 
of  82  on  the  preceding  year. 

Births. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  81 — 
males,  42,  females,  39 — an  increase  of  7 on  a similar  period  for 
1908.  Of  the  births,  12 — 6 males,  6 females — occurred  at  Highgate 
Boad. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  year  being  15T0  per  1,000  per  annum — 
an  increase  of  over  1 per  1,000  per  annum  on  the  previous  year. 
Birth-rate  per  1,000  per  annum.

There  were  11  illegitimate  births  recorded  during  the  year — 10 
occurring  at  Highgate  Road,  1 occurring  in  the  District. 

Stiii-births. 

Six  still-births  were  recorded  during  the  year — 1 more  than  the 
previous  year.  Three  were  interred  at  the  Church,  2 were  interred 
at  the  Baptists,  1 was  interred  at  Clayton  Heights  Cemetery. 

Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  177 — 
98  males,  79  females — an  increase  of  13  on  the  previous  year.  Of 
the  deaths,  64  were  in  your  District — 24  males,  40  females — a

decrease  of  1 on  the  previous  year.  At  the  Union,  113  deaths 
occurred — 70  males,  43  females.  To  the  64  deaths  in  the  District 
must  be  added  9 of  residents  occurring  in  various  Institutions — 1 in 
the  Bradford  Infirmary,  1 in  a private  hospital,  2 in  Asylum,  and  5 
in  the  Union  Infirmary,  making  9 in  all,  and  a corrected  death-rate 
equal  to  13’61  per  1,000  per  annum,  as  compared  with  14‘2  per 
1,000  per  annum  for  the  previous  year.

The  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  Cancer  was  7 ; an  increase 
of  2 on  the  previous  year. 

Heart  Disease. 

Nine  deaths  were  due  to  various  forms  of  Heart  Disease,  this 
disease  being  essentially  due  to  rheumatism,  is  caused  by  damp  and 
cold.  The  dampness  of  our  sub-soil,  changes  of  climate,  the  con- 
dition of  the  older  dwelling-houses,  are  all  important  factors  in  the 
evolution  of  Heart  Disease, 

Zymotic  Death-rate. 

There  was  1 death  during  the  year  from  Diphtheria — this 
occurred  in  the  District — giving  a death-rate  of  0*18  per  1,000  per 
annum,  compared  with  : —

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Diphtheria  (inciudingf  Membranous  Croup). 

Two  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  One  was  without 
doubt  due  to  defective  drainage — a rubble  drain  under  the  floor  of  a 
cottage  dwelling-house  ; the  case  was  removed  to  hospital,  and 
recovered.  The  other  was  one  of  Membranous  Croup  ; this  was  also 
removed  to  hospital,  and  recovered.  Antitoxin  supplied  by  the 
Council  was  used  in  both  cases  with  beneflcial  results. 

Scariatina. 

Six  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  Four  cases  were 
removed  to  hospital.  Early  in  April,  the  first  case  was  notified,  that 
of  a young  man  ; he  was  at  once  removed  to  hospital,  and  the 
house  stoved.  On  the  following  day  his  sister  developed  symptoms, 
and  was  also  removed.  The  dwelling-house  occupied  by  the  patients, 
and  also  that  of  a married  sister  next  door  were  twice  stoved,  and 
the  wearing  apparel  disinfected  at  the  hospital.  In  this  instance, 
the  children  from  the  infected  house  had  been  mixing  with  other 
children  at  the  day  and  Sunday  School,  and  I feared  an  epi- 
demic ; but  owing  to  the  precautionary  measures  taken  there  was 
no  further  spread  of  the  infection,  although  the  first  patient  was  in 
the  “ peeling  stage  ” when  the  notification  was  sent  to  me.  One 
case  occurred  in  the  house  from  which  1 had  removed  the  diphtheria 
case  earlier  on  in  the  year.  The  others  were  isolated  cases  for  which 
no  means  of  contagion  could  be  traced. 

Erysipelas. 

Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year — one  in  the  District 
and  two  in  the  Union.  In  this  disease  no  precautionary  measures 
are  taken,  although  still  notifiable.  It  is  essentially  a disease  past 
middle-age,  and  its  notification  seems  to  me  to  be  no  longer  required. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Five  cases  were  reported  through  the  year.  No  deaths  In  the 
first  case,  the  infection  was  undoubtedly  contracted  outside  your 
District ; he  was  isolated  at  home  and  recovered.  Two  cases 
occurred  at  a farm  supplying  milk  in  your  District.  The  first  case 
notified  was  that  of  the  farmer’s  man ; he  had  been  unwell  a 
fortnight  before  a medical  practitioner  was  called  in  to  see  him,  who 
advised  his  removal  to  hospital.  He  was  removed  the  next  day. 
The  next  case  was  that  of  the  son  of  the  occupier,  sufiering  from 
Bronchial  Catarrh,  but  who  was  about  and  at  work.  As  Typhoid 
was  suspected,  a sample  of  his  blood  was  taken  and  sent  to  the 
County  Bacteriologist,  when  a positive  result  was  obtained,  and  he 
was  admitted  into  the  hospital.  Samples  of  milk  were  obtained  and 
sent  to  the  Bacteriologist,  but  with  a negative  result.  I made  several 
visits  to  the  farm,  and  a full  report  as  to  the  insanitary  condition  of 
the  farm  and  cowsheds  was  placed  before  you.  One  case  was 
reported  from  the  Union  Infirmary.  In  this  case,  a man  was 
admitted  from  the  Shipley  District  on  a Saturday,  and  the  symptoms 
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of  the  disease  were  to  be  seen  next  morning  ; he  was  isolated  at  the 
Union,  and  recovered.  The  last  case  reported  was  that  of  a man 
living  in  a cottage  dwelling-house  amidst  insanitary  conditions.  He 
was  removed  to  hospital,  the  house  was  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
disinfected.  He  recovered. 

Buildings. 

A regrettable  feature  of  the  year’s  record  has  been  the  almost 
complete  absence  of  any  house  building,  only  3 cottages  and  2 villas 
having  been  built.  It  is  satisfactory,  however,  to  note  that  many  of 
the  houses  which  were  empty  the  previous  year  are  now  occupied. 

Drainage. 

No  new  sewers  have  been  constructed,  but  a good  deal  of  drainage 
has  been  done,  and  a large  number  of  houses  have  had  their  drains 
trapped  and  disconnected.  A pleasing  feature  of  the  year  is  the 
number  of  baths  placed  in  cottage  dwelling-houses.  I regret  to  have 
to  state  that  the  drainage  of  Back  Fold  is  still  in  a very  insanitary 
condition,  the  old  rubble  drains  still  being  in  use. 

Ashpits  and  Closets. 

Great  progress  can  be  reported  ; a number  of  W.C.’s  have  been 
put  into  cottage  property,  giving  great  satisfaction.  Fewer  com- 
plaints have  been  received,  and  leaking  ashpits  are  being  dealt  with ; 
cementing  of  the  floors  and  sides  being  enforced. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

I hope  your  Council  will  see  great  improvements  in  future  now 
an  Inspector  of  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  has  been  appointed.  So  far, 
every  one  has  been  visited ; a register  is  being  compiled,  and  the 
premises  are  systematically  inspected. 

Slaughter-houses. 

Marked  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  condition  of  these 
buildings  during  the  year  ; whitewashing  has  been  more  frequently 
done,  and  the  utensils  are  cleaner.  I should  like  to  bring  to  your  notice 
that  there  is  only  one  registered  or  licensed  slaughter-house  in  your 
District. 

Cemeteries. 

Nothing  new  is  to  be  recorded  here.  The  bodies  from  the  Union 
are  now  being  disposed  of  amongst  the  three  burial  grounds — the 
question  of  a new  Public  Cemetery  being  still  under  consideration. 

Water  Supply. 

The  public  supply  has  been  continuous  throughout  the  year. 
Two  samples  were  sent  for  analysis  at  the  request  of  the  County 
Council,  taken  from  the  domestic  service  supply.  Sample  (a)  taken 
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of  water  running  to  waste — no  lead  was  found.  Sample  (b)  taken 
of  water  which  had  been  standing  all  night  in  the  pipes  - i of  a grain 
per  gallon.  Several  complaints  having  been  received  from  residents 
at  Smithy  and  Nab  End,  two  samples  of  water  were  sent  for 
analysis.  The  analyist  reported  as  follows  ; — “ These  waters  are  of 
the  highest  organic  purity,  they  are  also  very  soft.”  Our  water 
being  plumbo  solvent,  is  hardened  by  pure  carbonate  of  lime  (86  p.c. 
of  carbonate  i being  added  before  it  leaves  the  waterworks.  From 
time  to  time  samples  of  the  water  are  sent  for  analysis  by  the  County 
analyst. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

A systematic  inspection  of  the  workshops  has  been  carried  out. 
No  serious  defects  were  found.  The  places  are  kept  clean,  white- 
washing being  regularly  carried  out.  The  bake-houses  are  kept 
clean,  and  are  in  a good  sanitary  condition.

November  18th,  1909. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  First  Report  on  the  inspection  of  Cowsheds  and 
Dairies,  I thought  it  would  be  best  to  give  a general  report  of  the 
whole  mistals,  and  the  impressions  I received  on  my  first  Inspection, 
and  leave  the  detail  description  of  any  premises  for  future  reports. 

I have  been  to  the  whole  of  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  within  the 
district  during  the  present  month,  and  find  that  there  are

From  the  late  Inspector’s  figures 

I find  that  39  mistals  are  under  400  cub.  ft.  of  air  space,  per  cow. 
61  ,,  „ 500  ,,  „ „ 

78  „ „ 600 

leaving  only  15  ,,  over  600  „ „ „ 

Of  the  53  farms  40  will  have  to  be  registered,  as  cowsheds,  the 
other  13  are  exempt  from  registration,  as  they  are  only  traders, 
butter  makers,  or  sellers  of  milk  in  small  quantities  to  their  work- 
men or  neighbours,  this  is  according  to  sub-section  5 and  6 in  section 
6 of  the  dairies  and  cowsheds  order  of  1885. 

I did  not  notice  any  pigs  being  kept  in  any  cowshed,  but  I was  a 
little  disappointed  to  find  that  in  seven  cases  cows  and  horses  were 
kept  together,  and  in  two  cases  poultry  kept  in  the  cowshed.  In  the 
West  Riding  County  Council’s  suggestions  for  dairies  and  cowsheds, 
they  say  that,  “ No  poultry  or  pigs  should  be  kept  in  any  part  of  the 
cowshed,  and  it  is  desirable  also  that  horses  and  calves  should  be 
excluded.”
